Wildfire forces 
the evacuation 
of camps to 
city’s north 

A precautionary evacuation 
cleared employees out of work 
camps north of Fort MtMurray 
due to the threat of a quickly 
spreading wildfire Monday. 

Nortessential per- j 
sonnel are leading 
while others w^ere 
staying to conduct 
work on the plant 
and engage in fire¬ 
fighting. 

■fhere are about 
4,000 workers at 12 
camps, in the area, 
including many at 
Suncorand Syncrude. 

Officials say another 500 to 
600 people in four small camps 
along Aoslra koad are under a 
mandhtoiy^ evacuation. 


Scott Long of the y\lberta Man¬ 
agement Agency says there is no 
panic and the evacuiitions are be^ 
ing done in an orderly manner 
Officiids say thick smo'ke is 
also posing a hazard. 

The Rural Municipality of 
Wood Buffalo said the fire was 
moiling 30 to 40 metres per 
minute and was expected to bum 
six kilometres in two hours on 
Monday evening. 

“This contraded, precaution- 
ary' evacuation is an example why 
it is not safe to be in 
the Regional Munid- 
pality of Wood Buf 
fido at this time," the 
municipality said 
kite Monday after¬ 
noon in a news re¬ 
lease. 

Earlier Monday, 
officials warned the 
air quality in the 
Fort McMurray area was dan¬ 
gerously poor.

Bdmonton's C^ipital Region 
Housing Corporation is team¬ 
ing with online rental site Yarcli 
to create a registry of proper¬ 
ties in the cit>' for fort Mc- 
Murray evacuees. 

Yardi operates the site rent- 
tafe.coin/canada, and the regis- 
tiy^ will show units that are 
available for evacuees, includ¬ 
ing about 40 offered by the 
CRHC. 

“It is our hope that through 
this central registly^ families 
will find a temporary plate to 
call home/' said GregDewting, 
CRHC's CEO. 

The Housing Corporation 
has more than 4,500 families 
on a wititing list for social hous¬ 
ing units. Dewling said it would 
be for families from Fort Mt- 
Murray to get into that type of 
unit as a result^ but added the 
organization also has stock of 
affordable housing that could 
be swiftly made available. 

“The affordable housing is 
available todav^ he said. “We 
have close to 40 units available 
immediately and could move 
them in, in 24 hours." 

The organization is offering 
to cut security deposits and 
provide two months free rent 
for Fort McMurray evacuees. 

Peter Altobelli^ a vice- 
president mth Yardi, said most 
private companies registering 
on the website are offering 
similar deals.

Kemi Amodu 
is a finalist in 
national thesis 
competition

Oluwakemi Amodu — known 
as Kemi — has a thneeminute 
pitch about her miisters thesis 
tluit might take your breath 
away. 

The pitch has advanced 
her through three levels of 
competition to become the 
only Albertan finalist in the 
national Three-Minute Thesis 
competition, organized by the 


Canadian Association of Gradu¬ 
ate Studies. 

It goes a little something 
like this. 

\^Tien she was 13, Wasilla 
was in labour for two days 

if 

without access to medical help 
and then delivered a stillborn 
child. 

Married to a man more than 
three times her age, Wasilla 
didn't have a choice about 
having a chi Id, and to make 
matters worse developed an 
obstetric fistula — a tear be¬ 
tween the vagina and bladder 
or bowel wall. 

Wasilla isn't a specific per¬ 
son; instead, hers is the story 
that Kemi uses to represent all 
the w^omen she encountered 
as a student nurse In Nigeria 
and their struggles with ob¬ 
stetric fistula. 


The condition often left 
women unable to escape the 
reek of urine and rej ected by 
their families. Some even con¬ 
sidered suicide. 

“The problem was obviously 
a symptom of broader issues 
in socierv', and a sjTnptom of 
the ignorance that currently 
exists towards Viximen's health 
issues,” ;\modu, who is com¬ 
pleting her masters degree at 
the University'of Alberta, said. 

After all, obstetric fistulas 
require only a 30-minute sur¬ 


gery to cure and are almost 
unheard o-f in Canada — yet 
they remain common in the 
global south, mostly among 
young, poor women. 

In Nigeria, .Ajiiudu points tsut 
that many girls marry young 
— 43 per cent before the age 
of 13. Poverty makes access to 
health-care difficult, as does 
the presence of terrorist groups 
like Eoko Ha ram. 

But Amodu, w'ho will soon 
start her PhD in nursing, sees 
her research more broadly. 


adding the common thread 
in all the countries where it 
persists is a lack of focus on 
women's health. 

“I think its hard for people 
lo accept the fact that today, 
women do have the right to 
control what tuippens to them 
... and to decide how many 
babies they want to have,”" 
she said. 

“It's important that wtsmen's 
health is understood from the 
perspective o-f emancipation 
and gro^^rth and development, 
not just for i\frica, but for the 
whole globe." 

The 11 finalists in this year's 
thesis competition are being 
reviewed by an expert panel 
who Vidll award the top prize 
of 51,500.

Night economy needs more women: Expert

A nightlife expert says dties like 
tdmonton needs more women 
promoters, musicians Eind secur¬ 
ity^ personne] at its venues to 
create dhranE late-night atmos¬ 
pheres. 

Researcher Marion Roberts, 
a professor of urban design at 
Westminster University in the 
U.KL, siiid a coordinated effort 


from dty policy makers iind Late- 
night venues can make nightlife 
more safe and indusive, and cut 
dovm on harassment. 

“Maybe there are things that 
the local munidpaHty can do to 
encourage t™men promoters, 
in the sense of certain start-up 
incubators and so on." Roberts 
told Metro after speaking at Ed¬ 
monton's International Respon¬ 
sible Hospitality Conference Inst 
week. “They could have mini pio- 
grams that spedfically give help 
to women who might wimt to be¬ 


come DJs or promoters—special 
grimts^ stiut-up grants maybe, 
spedal training programs.'* 
Roberts' research has shown 
that women who tiy to break 
into scenes as musicians or pco- 
moters o-ften feel they have to 
work tvdce as hard ^ts men. 

She pointed to initiatives like 
lirighton's monthly, women-led 
femRock showcase of female 
perfomiers, as positive moves 
that are biinging women into 
the spotlights occupied by men. 
“It's the mainstream that 


needs to change," she said, sug¬ 
gesting these issues should fac¬ 
tor into decisions made around 
de^refopinglatenight entertain¬ 
ment in Edmonton’s Ice District. 

Venues especially need to 
clamp down on sexual harass¬ 
ment, she said. 

“It's reidly important for busi¬ 
ness as well/' she siiid^ adding 
there is a need for a greater var¬ 
iety of places for people looking 
to go out for an e\'ening drink, 
including more low-key, cafe- 
type emrironments.

The AlbertEi governinent will 
enforce new rules for rideshare 
companies like Uber with a 
$5D.000-per-daypenalty, should 
they try' to operate outside the 
lawT 

IriinspartatioD Minister Brian 
Mason introduced changes to 
Ehe l'ransportiition Safety Act in 
the legislature Monday, includ- 
ing previous¬ 
ly announced 
requirements 
that rideshare 
drivers carry 
approved insur¬ 
ance. Class 4 
driv'ers licences 
and CTiniinal rec¬ 
ord checks performed by police. 

The hefty fines will apply 
to any transpo'irtation network 
company or rideshare firm that 
allows drivers to continue to 
operate without all of these 
provisions in pkice. 

.Mason said given the large 
multinational nature of many 
of these companies, the penalty' 
had to be significant.

a company wi th deep pockets 
like Uber," he said. 

The legislation also includes 
provisions to allow the prorince 
to seek an injunction to stop 
the company from operating. 

“That's a real hammer," said 
Mason. 

Mason said the province be¬ 
lieves the Class 4, or commer¬ 
cial licence, is a necessary re¬ 
quirement to keep passengers 
using the service safe. 

“We think it is the most ap¬ 
propriate licence for chat type 
of service." he said. 

Uber had little to say about 
the changes Monday. Company 
spokesperson Jean-t hrisEophe 
de Le Rue released a statement 
indicating they would revieviF 
the new provisions, 

“We look forward to re¬ 
viewing and 
commenting 
on the detailed 
reguliitions. tVe 
hope that the 
province will 
bring forward 
smart regula¬ 
tions that em¬ 
brace the environmental, safety' 
and economic benefits of ride- 
sharing." 

The new bill also included 
other more minor changes, but 
did not include legislation the 
govemmenE hits hinted will be 
coming to seize vehicles that 
are speeding excessively. 

Mason said he expects chat 
will come wfith another phase 
of changes to the legislation 
in the fall.

Ibie city’s sports fields are in 
rough shape thanks to a dry win¬ 
ter and spring that has left most 
fields bone dry. 

“Thej^'re banning to show 
it, some of them Ene getting roal 
wom,^ said Matn'in Kirkpatrick, 
who helps OTersee the city's turf 


fields. “We need some rain in a 
had way." 

He said the city has suspended 
aeration and fertilizing of most 
fields, because they would only 
make the situation worse. 

Kirkpatrick said the conditLons 
ace so bad the dly would like to 
reduce the demand on fields, but 
that's just not practioil with so 
many teams using the space. 

“Every league is going hot and 
hea^y right now^ and it would be 
a real burden to them.* 

Trees surviving 

Crispin Wood, manager of the 
city's urban forestry'division, said 
so far the city’s trees are doing 
okay in the drought conditions. 

“We’re monitoring the situar 
hon, smptisingly the trees are 
leafing out. We're not noticing 
signifkant decline,” he said. 

■fhe dty' ^"ateis new trees iifter 
they're planted for four ysirs, but 
after that they are brgely left to 
stand on their osvn. 


Wood said they can expimd 
that a little if the rain doesn't 
come, but by' and large they de¬ 
pend on Mother Nature and the 
trees usually manage. 

“The majority' of the species 
here have tolerated drought con¬ 
ditions before.” 

Water to spare 

The cityr's water supply is not 
at risk in this prolonged dry spell, 
but spokesperson Tim 

le Riche said that's due mostly' 
to prudent long-term planning. 

have two water treatment 
plants. We have 12 reseesmirs 
around the city and right now 
we have the water to meet the 
demand,* he said. 

EPCOR expanded the E.L. 
Smith water treatment plant 
in 2008 and le Riche said it was 
planned for 40 years of city' 
growth. He said even without 
any danger of the city running 
low, people should slUl be con¬ 
servative with their water use.

Calgary is home of Canada 
Task Force 2, the heavy^ urban 
search aind rescue team current¬ 
ly on the ground thousands of 
kilomelres away from the city.

Saint-Jacques said he was 
inspired to be an astronaut by 
the many Canadians who flew 
out of Earth's atmosphere be¬ 
fore him. 

“I stand on the shoulders 
of giants," he said. “The astro¬ 
nauts who have preceded me, 
they were my childhood in¬ 
spiration, iny colleagues and 
my mentors."

Penis transplant 
is a first for U.S. 


A cancEF patient has received 
the first penis transplant in 
the United States, a Boston 
hospital said Monday. 

Massachusetts General 
Hospital has confirmed that 
Thonuis Ma nning received the 
transplanted penis in a 15-hDur 
procedure last Vi^eek. 

Ihe New York Times first re¬ 
ported the transplant Monday. 

Dr. Curtis Cetrulo^ wrho 
helped lead the surgical team, 
tells the newspaper that nor¬ 
mal urination should be pos¬ 
sible for the 64-year-old Man¬ 
ning in a few weeks, with 
sexual function possible in 
weeks to months. 

I'he Times reports most of 
Manning's penis was removed 
during his battle w^ith penile 
cancer. 

The world's firs t penis trans¬ 
plant was performed at the 


University of Stellenbosch in 
South i'tffica in December 2014. 

That patient had his penis 
amputated three years ear¬ 
lier after complications from 
a circumcision performed in 
his late teens. 

The university near Cape 
Town said in announcing the 
transplant in March 2015 that 
the 21-yeiir-old patient, w^hose 
name was not released, made 
j full necovering following the 
nine-hour surgery and regained 
all function in the transplanted 
organ. 

A man in China received 
a penis transpiant in 2005. 
That operation also appeared 
to be successful, but the man 
asked them to remove his new 
penis two wrecks later because 
of psychological problems ex¬ 
perienced by him and his wife.

Industry 
struggling to 
attract young 
workforce 

After -40 j'ears as a truck driver. 
Jack Fielding says it’s easier to 
name the places in Morth Amer¬ 
ica Mfhere he hasn't been than 
the ones he has. 

And after driving five million 
kilometres, the 57-^ear-(ild still 
enjoys the freedom of the road. 

But as FieklEngand thousands 
like him near retirement age, 
the industry is struggling to 
recruit young people who share 
his enthustasm for the job. 

This means the indnstn' is fa¬ 
cing a looming labour shortage 
that could reach 48^000 drivers 
by 2024^ according to the Can¬ 
adian Trucking v-Mliance. 

The average age of a truck 
driver is over 47 and almost 
30 per cent of the driving force 
is 55 or over, which makes it 
one of the oldest vi^orkforces 
in Canada, according to the 
organization's president. 

“Tens of thousands of them 
are nearing retirement and 


we're not getting anywfoere 
near our commensurate share 
of new drivers into the busi- 
ness^" says David Bradley. 

There are multiple reasons 
for the looming shortage, but 
many believe the lifestyle sim¬ 
ply isn't attractive to a ytiunger 
generation. 

Fielding, for example, usu¬ 
ally works 10-14 days straight, 
with three days off between 


trips. Schedu les are not set in 
advance, and driven often work 
12 hours or more a day. 

“You're not home with jinur 
friends on Friday nights having 
parties " he says. '“Ifyou have a 
family you might miss out on 
birthdays and things like that." 

Bradley says this makes 
it harder to attract younger 
people or those 'with families, 
who tend to place a higher 


emphasis on work-life balance 
than older generations. It may 
also explain why the industry 
struggles to recruit women, 
who make up only about four 
to six per cent of the driving 
population. 

Nadine Gauthier, who spent 
six yean driving shipping con¬ 
tainers around the Montreal 
area, is trying to change that. 

The 43-ji'ear-old, now a super¬ 


visor for Simand Transport, also 
works on behalf of Quebec's 
truckii^ asstxiahon to convince 
girls and women that trucking 
isn't just a “man's w'orld." 

She saj's that while the first 
women "pioneers" iruty have 
been given a hard time, the 
industry has become very wel¬ 
coming to women. 

The average salary for a truck 
driver w'as listed as S4D,72S in 
2011, although Bradley says 
long-haul truck drivers can eas¬ 
ily make S7ChSO,OOQ' a year. 

However, they're often paid 
by the mile, which means their 
income can fluctuate based on 
unexpected delays or traffic. 
They also tend to work long¬ 
er hours than the rest of the 
population. 

It's also difiicult to hire immi- 
giants, except under the Tem¬ 
porary Foreign Worker pro¬ 
gram. s ince truck driving is not 
considered a skilled occupation 
and drivers therefore aren't eli¬ 
gible for most federal economic 
immigration programs. 

Bradley believes long-term 
solutions are needed to ensure 
people ■who enter the profession 
stay there, instead of vnewing 
it as a stop-gap between jobs.

April home sales in 
Canada set record 


The number of homes sold in 
Canada last month hit a record 
as supply tightened, particularly 
in the Toronto area, where a 
fiercely competitive market is 
dissuading some homeowners 
from putting thei r properties 
up for sale, the Canadian Real 
EstEite Association said Monday. 

There were 57,669 homes 
sold nationwide over the Mul¬ 
tiple Listing Service in April, a 
10.3 per cent in¬ 
crease from the 
same month last 
year, the industry' 
organization said. 

The rise in sales 
came as the num¬ 
ber of new homes 
put up for sale 
slipped 3.7 per 
cent from a year 
ago to 103,028. 

That trend wiis 
ev'en mote pronounced in the 
Toronto area, where new list¬ 
ings were down 10.3 per cent 
compared to .April 2015. 

“While significant home price 
gains may entice some home- 
ovimers in these markets to list 
their home for sale, the issue 
for many is that the decision to 
move means they' would also be 
looking to buy while competi¬ 
tion for scarce Listings is fierce," 
CREA chief economist Gregory 


Klump said in a statement. 

“y\s a result, many home- 
owners are deciding to stay 
put and continue accumulat¬ 
ing capital gains. That's keep¬ 
ing listings off the markets at 
a time when they are itlreiidy 
in short supply."" 

Still, QtEA says sales in April 
were up year-over-year in about 
70 per cent of a II local markets 
ccmipiired with a year ago, boost¬ 
ed by B.C. and 
the Toronto re¬ 
gion. 

Compared 
with March, 
sales were up 
3.1 per cent 
in April, while 
new listings 
declined 0.2 
per cent 
Month-to- 
month figures 
for Vancouver and Toronto sug¬ 
gest the two frothy markets 
may be starting to cool, CRE/\ 
president Cliff Iverson said. 

In the greater Vancouver area, 
April sales were virtually flat 
from the previous month — 
up a meagre 0.1 per cent — 
while in greater Toronto sales 
climbed 3.2 per cent on a month- 
to^month basis.

The rajjing debate over 
where transgender people 
get to go to the bathroom 
has made that fact, among 
others, abundantly clear.

“Have we gone stark raving 
nuts? Strangers shouldn’t 
be alone in bathrooms with 
little girls.” 

Or this, from pastor 
Ron Baity in North Caro¬ 
lina, the state being sued 
by the federal government 
for a law that forces trans 
people to use the loo that 
coincides with the sex on 
their birth certificate: “He 
could be there to look at 
the anatomy of the oppO-'iite 
.*ies7 Baity said, imagining 
a predator masquerading as 
transgender. Tie could be 
there to bring damage to a 
young girl.” 

Like everyone else fneh 
ling the uproar, he didn’t 
bother to fear for the sexual 
.safety of little boys. There

are two reasons for this. 
The first is the sexist, and 
still widespread, idea that 
females are weaker and in 
need of more protection. 
The second Is that people 
like Rajty are .simply anti- 
trans and are nsing their 
coiid.escendiiig conceirn for 
girls’ welfare as cover. 


'‘What gets social ty coded 
as fear is often just ma.sked 
tran.sphohia,'' Sheila Clavan- 
agb, profes.sor of gender and 
sexuality studies at York 
University, told the New 
Yorker this week. "People 
know that it’s less accept¬ 
able to be franspliohic than 
it is to say, T wony about 
the safety of my daughter.'” 
She also cal led t he fear of 
fake transgender predators 
"far-fetched’' and without 
evidence. Far better docu¬ 
mented, she added., i.s dis¬ 
crimination against trans¬ 
gender people tiying to u-se 
a restixjom. 

The "protect onr Ijttle 
girls" argument also allows 
some to equate their trans¬ 
gender neighboiii’s with 


pedophiles, part of a latter 
narrative that transgender 
people are to he feared. 
During On Point, a national 
radio call-in show last week, 
one man told the stoiy of a 
transgender woman using a 
woman’s changeroom this 
way: "They were just petri¬ 
fied, all ages, this big haiiy 


guy walking around as if he 
had every right to do so,” 

We shouldn’t be surprised 
that bathrooms are causing 
all this stir. They are a sin¬ 
gle point of pnbljc nudity in 
a culture that is terrified of 
Its own genitalia and sexual¬ 
ity. And they have a history 
of being used for sexual 
fear-mo nge ring, including 
In the racially segregated 
U.S. South, as Diane Ravitch 
noted in the Uiiffington 
Post. 

Then, women’s sexnal 
vulnerability was invoked as 
cover for mce-balting. Now, 
for gender-baiting. 

In keeping with the cli¬ 
che, the dei'egulatioii of 
bathroom spaces in Can¬ 
ada has been quieter. The

Vancouver School Board, 
the Toronto School Board, 
and the entire province of 
j'VIbeiTa have all moved to 
allow transgender students 
to exercise their washrooin 
choice,, and some are add¬ 
ing more gender-neutral 
bathiooms. Many universi¬ 
ties have similar policies, 
And while there has been 
some backlash (two Vancou¬ 
ver school trustees worried 
about scaring off inter¬ 
national students), there's 
been little American-style 
drama. 

At the heait of these 
changes is a recognition of 
the unique prejudices and 
dtscrimtnation faced by 
the imnsgender commun¬ 
ity. The Obama administra¬ 
tion IS trying lo tackle that 
by reinterpreting tlie U.S.'s 
existing sex-discrimination 
laws in a way that addresses 
gender-identity issues. 

In Canada, Priine Min¬ 
ister Justin Trudeau has 
decided a whole new bill is 
in order. Yesterday, he an¬ 
nounced legislation to pro¬ 
tect transgender Canadians 
from violence, hate speech 
and discrimination by add¬ 
ing “gender identity” as a 
protected categoiyf under 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Act, The legislations is ex¬ 
pected to be tabled today to 
mark the International Day 
i\gain&t Homophobia, Trans¬ 
phobia and Biphobia. 

It is a move whose im¬ 
portance cannot be over¬ 
stated. 

But treating people 
with respect and dignity 
shouldn't have to be legis¬ 
lated, It's common sense, 

So, too, are toilets everyone 
can use. It's not even a new 
idea. 1 had gender-neutral 
bathrooms in my elemen¬ 
tary school classroom in the 
l9Ms, I was a little girl,

All this makes sense, but 
there's a class component 
to the issue that bears 
discussing.

If fees for service are intro¬

Foord, CT.0 of the YWCA in 
Fdmoutou. 

"Most people who live in 
these plaiies aren’t there by 
choice,'’ Foord sa>'s. "Many of 
those people are in a precar 
ions housing .sitnation." 

"Anything that discourages 
people from calling for help 
when they need i t isn’t good,” 
she says. 

She adds that there's even 
a possibility someone who is 
abusive would be dravim to 
a location where iiomplaints 
are frequent and landlords 
discourage tenants from call¬ 
ing the police. "It boggles the 
mind some of the things that 
abusers do.” 

In a IJ.S. smdy on the topic, 
researchers reviewed mol's 
than I 59 municipaliries with 
nuisance ordinances. The re¬ 
sults of the study found that 
high averages of black house¬ 
holds were vi.sited and that 
black women were evicted at 
higher rates than any other 
population. One-third of the 
calls responded to were re¬ 
lated to do mesfic vio lence, 
and there were cases where 
landlords tried to discourage 
residents from calling the 
police. 

McKeen doesn’t agree that 
domes-tic violence would he 
an is.sue. "1 think this is a red 
herring,” he says in his email. 
'T believe if police were being 
called to the same residence 
on domestic; violence con¬ 
cerns ewn twice a month, 
O-ther services and interven¬ 
tions would be brO'Ught to the 
siniation to solve the threat.” 

But domestic violence isn’t 
an easily solved problem. 
WithO'nt careful considera¬ 
tion, battered women Vidll 
hear’ the brunt of any nuis¬ 
ance-foe policy.

-“When 1 was at her bed¬ 
side. 1 thought to my'self, ‘If s a 
good thing I’m here right now 
because 1 look like a good 
friend,’” he said, noting he val¬ 
ued this woman because she was 
toot and beautiful. “(Being there) 
secured the friendship.'" 

The friend tiilled bulls—t. He 
was there to make himself feel 
better, not her. she said. 

DeCorte identifies as a re¬ 
covering addict of “codepend- 
enl friendships," a term d^iib- 
ing relationships in w^hich one 
person regularly performs acts 
intended to earn approval &om 
others, s'aJidating their owti self- 
worth and avoiding tonflicL tx- 
perts say it's a learriHl emotional 
and behavioural condition, more 
common iunong w^omen, that 
can impede people from forming 
biilanced relationships, but is not 
netessarilj^ unhealthy. 

Comedian and actress Whit¬ 
ney Cummin^ put a spotli^t on 
the issue in a December article 
for Bile magiizine and newsletter- 
slash-w'ebsite Lenny Letter, in 
which she self-identified as co- 
dependent. 


“ Essentially, if 1 drive you to 
the airport because you can't af¬ 
ford a taxi and 3 expect nothing 
in return, that's benevolent.'" 
she writes. '‘But if J drive you 
to the airport secretly hoping 
you'll like me. owe me. won't 
abandon me down the line, or 
to control your perception of 
me I i.e,. I want you to think Tm 
nice), that’s codependent.” 

Jn the article, Cummings de¬ 


tails prioritizing buying expen- 
siw candles for frieiids mter pay¬ 
ing rent, helping mend friends' 
broken hearts when she didn't 
have time to floss, and focusing 
so intently on helping sick fitmrly 
members, she once contracted 
prreumoiua wi±out noticing. 

‘“Ihere’s nothing wrong with 
being kind," said D^lene Lancer, 
a CaLLfoTTua-biised marriage and 
fiimrb" therapist and author ofQh 


dependency for Dummies. “But 
if you feel like you’d rather not 
but you don't feel like you can 
say no ... then maybe it’s a be- 
bariour pattern, it's not coming 
from a place of conscious choice." 

Lancer said examples of co- 
dependent friendships might 
include one friend often buy¬ 
ing the other gifts without the 
gift-giring being reciprocated, 
regiiiar^^ giving advice and feel¬ 


ing angry when the advice isn't 
followed, or feeling too guilty to 
say no to requests. But it's not 
necessarily harmful. 

“it doesn't always create un¬ 
happiness," said Dmcer. "'In some 
older generation (couples)... the 
wife always does what her hus¬ 
band wants. She doesn't fuiv'e 
much of a separate personal¬ 
ity but it doesn't bother her be¬ 
cause this is all she's known. 


or it’s part of their religious or 
cultural ethos," 

In fact. Lancer calls ctxleperrd- 
ency " rampant" in modem so¬ 
ciety, but say^ codependent 
relationships have long been 
around. As women bec-ame more 
independent and society^ shirks 
patriarchal norms, codepend¬ 
ent relationships were deemed 
problematic, she sard. 

Lancer points to childhood 
incidents or trauma to expbin 
how the behaviour is learned; 
bullying at school, parental dis¬ 
cord — especially if one parent 
starts relying on the child for 
support — or sibling abuse can 
all contribute, she said. 

So how do experts say one 
can unlearn codependencj^ in 
friendships? 

“Counselling," said Candtree 
Pliittor, im addiction thempist 
based in ’Vancouver, who cernsid- 
ers codependency an addiction. 
I’eople who suspect they have 
codependent tendencies need to 
reflect on wfoat is causing their 
behasiour. she said. 

As for Michael DeCorte, a 
recovering iiddict, he suspects 
when his addictions were rooted 
in insecurity and self-centered- 
ness. Once he gave up drugs and 
alcohol 15 years ago. he latched 
on to the next best thing to feed 
his needs — friendships. 

And that sick friend who 
called him out? She dumped 
him as a friend, disinvited him 
from her wedding and left him 
in shambles. 

But once the dust settled, he 
regrouped. Through work with 
psychotherapists and mentors, 
he now realizes popular friends 
won't give him the selFconfi- 
dence or validation he cemTd.

Folate-autism link troubles experts 


For decades, pregnimt women 
have been athused to take folic 
acid to help prevent birth deftscts. 

But a new study sajggests it 
maybe possible to get too much 
of a gocsd thing. Very high lesTls 
of the vitamin in mothers' blood 
at the time of birth was linked 
to higher risk of autism. 

Other research points to an 
opposite relittionship between 
folic acid and autism, showing 
that adequate amounts of the 
vitamin at the time of conception 
ciui significantly reduce the risk. 

Indeed, some experts niised 
questions about the new re¬ 
search. Ibey note the findings 


are prelimiruuy numbers, iind 
based on a small number of fam¬ 
ilies seen at only one hospital. 

Also, the analysis is based 
on measures of the vitamin in 
mothers' blood at the time of 
delivery, vs^hich may not reveal 
much about what was going on 
in the women's brHiy at the time 
of early fetal brain developmenL 

Even the researchers them¬ 
selves SEiid there's no cause to 
change CTurrent recommenda¬ 
tions. But the question should 
be explored in further research, 
study author M. Daniele Failin of 
Johns Hopkins University said.

True drama 
recalls love that

Jeff Nichols' quiet dmma about 
the profound and simple love 
thill toppled interratial mar¬ 
riage restrictions in the United 
States made its debut at the 
Cannes Film festival on Mon- 
day. 

The film. Loving, stars Ruth 
Negga and Joel Edgerton as 
Mildred and Rithiird Loving, 
whose marriage got them Jiailed 
and exiled from Virginia but 
uitirruitely led to a landmark 
1967 Supreme Court njJing on 
marriage equality. 

Loving, which will open 
theatrically in the heart of 
awards season in Nos^ember, is 
an unconventional civil rights 
drama in that it doesn’t swell 
with amplified Hollywood mo¬ 
ments or a heroic courtroom 
climax. Instead, it’s a straight¬ 
forward portrait of the couple. 


“1 wanted to make a mo^de 
about twn people in love,” said 
.Nichols, the Arkansas director 
of JMud and Midnight Special. 
“1 tmly believe this is one of 
the most pure love stories in 
American history.’' 

Nichols said he wanted to 
make the film outside of pol¬ 
itics, though he referenced the 
story’s obvious resonance to 
today. Lost in the pitched pol¬ 
itical battles, he said, are the 
lives of the individuals, 

“We can talk about bathroom 
laws and all of this ridiculous¬ 
ness because it’s not attached 
to people,'* he told reporters, 
referring to the North Carolina 
bill that restricts public fadlitj^ 
use by transgender individuals 
to their biological sex. “It’s just 
these politics ideas and I think

that’s a waste of time.* 

The Lovings were humble, 
reluctant heroes, themselves. 
Their tender marriage wiis fam¬ 
ous ly photographed by Life 
magazine's Grey Villet (Michael 
Shannon in the film) in 1967 
with the headline: The Crime 
of being Married. 

For Negga, the Ethiopian- 
Itish actress of j\MC's upcom¬ 
ing Preacher, the role was a 
personal and professional cul¬ 
mination. 

“It was like being with a 
friend for two years,” she said 
of Mildred. “1 fell deeply in love 
with Mildred and Richard and 
their story. 3 think we all just 
wanted to do them justice.” 

“One of the things that 
struck me while working on 
this film is, what happens be¬ 
tween two individuals is no- 
bo-dy else's business,” Edger- 
ton said. 

Focus features will release 
Loving in North America on 
Nov. 4.
